get the solid support of their follow­ 
ers. 
The liberal press today strongly 
condem ns the tone and “provocative” 
dem ands of Lord Curzon’s note to 
Moscow. 
These new spapers agree

The cases 
of Jam es Seward, convicted and sen­ 
tenced to hang at Hillsboro, Mo., for 
the m urder of a prohibition agent, 
and F rank H utchens, charged with 
m urder at St. Charles, Mo., were 
heard jointly by the court. 
State 
Senator A. L. McCawiey of Carthage 
is fighting Sew ard’s case. 
It is 
contended 
by 
Senator Mc­ 
Cawiey, and the other attorneys th a t 
the act passed by the 1919 legislature 
restoring capital punishm ent in Mis­ 
souri is unconstitutional. 
Senator 
McCaw’ley based his argum ent in be­ 
half of Seward on three contentions. 
Tho three points set forth w ere: 
F irst—T hat the act restoring capital 
punishm ent w*as enacted at a special 
session of the legislature, was recom­ 
mended for consideration by the exe­ 
cutive 
proclamation 
convening the 
special session and that w ithout such 
recom m endation the legislature had 
no power to pass upon it. 
The pro- 
calmation convening the special ses­ 
sion contained but two recom m enda­ 
tions and made no mention of the 
restoration of the capital punishm ent 
law*, McCawiey declared. 
The second and third contentions 
of Senator McCawiey were that the 
bill not not passed by the regular 
methods as set out by the constitu­ 
tion.

When 
General Belle of the French army told 
Ismet Pasha that France would meet force 
with force in Syria and informed him that 
additional French troops were being sent 
to meet the threat implied in the Turkish 
mobilization on the Syrian frontier, Ismet 
must have received a distinct shock. 
No­ 
body had talked to him like that since 
Lloyd George dispatched troops and battle­ 
ships to hold the straits which the victori­ 
ous Turkish armies were evidently prepar­ 
ing to seize; and in view of what happened 
to Lloyd George shortly thereafter, Ismet 
probably thought it unlikely that any other 
allied statesman or spokesman would ven­ 
ture to “talk fight” for some time to come,
